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PREMIER’S POLICY 
TO SECURE GOOD 
LAND SETTLERS 


Explains Cooperative Plan 
To Newspaper Men at 
Convention 


Married Men Preferred and 
Financial Help Given for 
Two Years 


Declaring that the outstanding need 
of Canada today is land settlement, 
Premier Greenfield, in an address to 
the Alberta and British Columbia- 
Yukon Press associations at a dinner 
on Friday evening urged the securing 
of immigrants and the adoption of a 
federal, provincial and imperial co- 
operative policy that would ensure ad- 
equate colonization measures. 

The problem of colonization, he 
pointed out, is a big one. It was one, 
nevertheless, which must be solved, 
for in no other way was it possible 
to increase national revenue without 
also increasing to a material extent 
capital expenditure. 

“In the matter of transportation, 
educational facilities, etc.” said the 
premier, “we have built up a plant in 
Canada away beyond our needs. We 
must find relief from the burden that 
plant has imposed, and the only way 
this can be done is through the me- 
dium of increased population and a 
consequent more equitable distribution 
of the load.” 

Not free homesteading, but thicken- 
ing up of settlement in those areas 
where expensive facilities already 
exist, was Premier Greenfield's idea 
of a solution of th colonization prob- 
lem. 

In the promotion of such a policy, 
Canada to begin with might with ad- 
vantage approach the imperial goy- 
ernment with a request that a 
‘branch of the’ Overseas ' Settlement 
Board be established in the Dominion. 
Such a branch would be, insofar as 
possible, non-political, and should in- 
clude in its personnel two or three 
outstanding financial men who would 


understand the situation as it now 
exists. 
The next step then would be to 


approach the governments of the 
three prairie: provinces, with a view 
to securing their co-operation in the 
matter of selecting farmsteads, pre- 
venting the sale of land at exorbitant 
prices, and attending to the incoming 
settlers’ interests and future progress, 
This would establish a cooperative 
connection between the three govern- 
ments—federal, provincial and imper- 
jal, and would also take care of the 
highly important need of seeing to 
the welfare of the new settler. 

The financing of the incoming set- 
tler would be arranged by the board 
on the amortization plan, with the land 
itself as security. The average loan 
required would not exceed $2,000 or 
$2,500. 

Where to secure immigrants was 
the next question which must needs 
be answered. In the premier’s opin- 
ion, many could be found in Great 
Britain who, while not actively en- 
gaged in farming, would be not very 
far removed from the pursuit of agri- 
culture and would 
back to the occupation of their fore- 
fathers.

1925 HAIL LOSS 
MORE THAN 1924 


Hail insurance companies are now 
beginning to cease “touching wood,” 
and are figuring up the season's 
losses. From what can be gathered. 
at the present time, the majority of 
the managers are anticipating larger 
losses in Alberta than was the case 
last year, although taking a period of 
years the losses will probably repre- 
sent something like a fair average. 
Of course, some companies will be 
harder hit than others. 

Roughly speaking, about 75 per 
cent of the risk is now off, owing to 
the large amount of cutting that has 
been done. Hail insurance men, al- 
though now breathing more freely, 
confess they are not quite out of the 
woods, as last year on September 9 
there was a hail storm in the La- 
combe district and many of them 
state they have cause to remember the 
big storm in September, 1916.

Answering the claim of some that 
increased colonization would endan- 
ger markets, Premier Greenfield cited 
the steadily increasing agricultural 
imports of the United States, and the 
rapidly growing wheat and meat con- 
sumption of the Orient as proof that 
no danger need he feared from this 
source.

MORE MONEY bite 
' FOR THE WEST 


Toronto, Sept. i—Basing  éalecula- 
tions on prevailing prices for October 
delivery at Fort William ($1.45) and 
allowing for the sheer waste because 
of weed-seed dockages, the potential 
prairie crop has a present worth of 
roughly, $450,000,000 to $475,000,000; 
that sum, in other words, represents 
its revenue value to the country at 
large. The first marking down of 
that gross return will result from the 
grading, calculations necessarily re- 
garding as No. 1 Northern the entire 
anticipated yield. The bulk sales vol- 
ume will be further decreased by the 
total amount retained for use next 
spring as seed. At this point the 
$1.45 per bushel may have shrunk to 
$1.20 or less. There remain then to 
be deducted carrying, storage and 
service charges—in far too many in- 
stances, also, local heavy hanlage 
costs—before the producer gets what 
is ordinarily regarded as his net re- 
turn. This year such so-called “net 
to the farmer” (which does not allow 
for ordinary farming costs) probably 
will run fairly close to the even dol- 
lar a bushel. Should it do so, the 
crop means an actual increase in the 
net cash return to western produc- 
ers over that of 1924 of, roughly, 
$115,000,000. 

This cash overplus may be even 
greater, because of several factors. 
Virstly, it is estimated that 60 per 
cent or more of the total crop will be 
marketed through the wheat pool, 
last year’s operations of which would 
warrant one in raising, rather than 
lowering the estimated return to the 
farmer. Secondly, a vastly greater 
proportion of the crop will be routed 
this year via Vancouver, with mater- 
ially reduced freight charges for the 
thousands of shippers in western Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Thirdly, cli- 
matic conditions during the latter 
part of the crop season have been 
such as to lead to expectations of a 
higher than average grading; and, 
lastly, it is not at all improbable that 
the price of wheat will stiffen in the 
world market,

Fourteen Thousand Harvest 


Hands at Work in Alberta 


Edmonton, Sept. 2—The following 


is the tenth crop report of the year 


issued by the department of agricul- 
ture. It reads as follows: 

Harvesting of wheat is practically 
completed in the southern districts 
of the province, and about 75 per cent 
completed in the central and northern 
districts. Threshing will be general 
within another week or ten days. 

Since last report harvesting opera- 
tions have again been delayed by rain 
and chilly weather, chiefly in the cen- 
tral and northern areas. Following 
heavy rains in these areas between 
August 21 and 23, the weather be- 
came quite cold and frost occurred 
on the morning of August 24 in the 
district from Edmonton south to Red 
Deer and east to Vegreville, and in 
a few districts west of the city, and 
accurred also in parts of the Peace 
River district. The frost was heav- 
iest between Edmonton and Vegreville, 
reaching in this territory as high as 
three degrees, while much heavier 
frost was recorded in one or two spots 
in the Peace River district. 

The chief damage by the frost was 
to the late oats crop. The wheat in 
the district where the frost was heav- 
jest will be lowered a grade or two, 
but otherwise the damage to this 
grain was not extensive. 

Slight indications of rust were re- 
ported to the department in fields 
northeast of Calgary and north 
Olds and these are being investigated 
by the department. 

There has been heavy rainfall dur- 
ing August in many districts, with 
the total precipitation for the month 
ranging from two to four inches in 
most of the districts affected. 

Harvest labor is sufficient to meet 
demands, and the situation is well in 
hand, although the delay caused by 
the rains created certain difficulties. 
There are now about 14,000 ho vvest 
which about 3,800 were obtained with- 
in the province.

|DETECTIVE MAKES 
TRIP THROUGH 
RURAL DISTRICT 


Some Dairymen Keep Cows, 
Instead of Cows Keeping 
the Dairymen 


Record of Butterfat Cham- 
pion Cow in Wetaskiwin 


Neighborhood 


I spent much of my time during the 
past four months in company with a 
detective. This detective is sent out 
by the Dominion goyernment to in- 
vestigate to what extent the dairymen 
are being robbed, and to put them on 
guard for the future. 

He found some so-called dairymen 
that thought everything was all right 
they did not need any of bis help, 
even though it cost them nothing. 

A number of the dairymen gladly 
accepted his offer and he set to 
work and found among other things 
that some cows had the gall to take 
all the feed they could get, have some 
one milk them twice a day, pump the 
water for them, pay interest on the 
investment, and take all risks, and in 
return, they put less than two per 
cent of butterfat in the milk they 
gave, 

Some men boast that no one puts 
anything over them, but it is amus- 
ing how the cows put it over them. 
They are keeping the cows instead 
of the cows keeping them. 

Really, I doubt if the farmers are 
so poor as they make out to be, at 
any rate some of them keep a few 
never-pay boarders around. If the 
farmer wants to have the respect due 
him, it is up to him to put business 
methods into his business. The mer- 
chant does not keep his money tied 
up in goods that remain on the shelves 
and pay taxes and interest on them. 

This detective also found there are 


hveith dairymen as well as serub 


cows. It is not always the fault of 
the cow that she does not do better. 
There are many cows that would do 
much better if they got the feed and 
care that they should. It is one thing 
to put feed before a cow, and quite 
another thing to feed her. If all the 
cows in Alberta were really fed the 
exports of butter and cheese would 
jump a notch or two, and many men 
would) have employment who 
shortly lose their jobs. 

This detective found 
that gave great promise when they 
freshened, Nature endowed them 
with the ability and capacity to do 
great things, but as they could not 
make milk out of air alone any more 
than man can live on air, they robbed 
their bodies for a while to keep up 
the milk flow and were then obliged 
to drop to the level of the feed they 
received. The detective found cows 
that dropped 50 per cent in milk flow 
in one month where the normal de- 
cline is ten per cent per month. 

Don't wait until you get the crops 
all out of the way before you give 
the cows extra feed. If it costs a 
little extra just now it will come back 
later, Many cows are allowed to get 
thin and it interferes with their fu 
ture produetion, 

Among some §00 cows. tested the 
detective found the champion and 
took note of her production:

Canadian 
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The Wheat Pool 
And Its Critics 


Organizers of the Alberta wheat 
pool knew from the beginning that its 
path would not be one of roses, It 
was well aware that it would be the 
subject of attack. Curiously enough, 
these attacks have not come from the 
grain men of this province. The ele- 
vator interests for the most part have 
been fair in their treatment of the 
pool. Grain men are naturally con- 


cerned about their own business as} 


they have every right to be. but they 
have not resorted to unfair tactics in 
opposing the pool. They take it now 
as a matter of course and depend for 
their own trade upon the merit of the 
service which they can render their 
own customers. The pool has been’ 
the object of constant sniping from 
another source. The Calgary Alber- 
tan has pin-pricked it upon every pos- 
sible occasion. Its latest declaration 
is that the pool has not convinced 
the public of its success. What is 
here meant by the public? The public 
formed by the large number of farm- 
ers in the pool is convinced of its 


the pool is proof that an increasing 
number of the farmer-public is con- 
vinced of its success. What of the re- 
tail merchants and the bankers of the 
province? They ‘believe that the pool 
has proved of value. . The banker 
whose farmer customers formerly bor- 
rowed funds for seeding operations 
and now largely finance these out of 
interim payments from the pool is in 
no doubt of the value of the pool. 
Business men interested in the thou- 
sands of assigned payments method- 
ically cared for by the pool manage- 
ment realize the value of the pool. 

It is all very well to make veiled 
suggestions but it is the fact in the 
case that counts. 

There are many farmers who are 
in a position to control their crop 
from harvest till sale for whom the 
pool may not be of more valuable ser- 
vice than they can render to them- 
selves. On the other hand great num- 
bers of the best farmers in the pro- 
vince, men who farm on a consider- 
able scale, are in the pool and are 
well satisfied with what it has done 
for them. In addition, there is a 
large body of farmers who, if it were 
not for the pool, would have to sell 
their wheat under compulsion and to 
these men the pool can give expert 
and most helpful service. 

The pool has not done all the 
things it hoped at the beginning to 
do. How many business organiza- 
tions reach the peak of their ambi- 
tions in two years? But it is work- 
ing steadily toward its various goals. 
Its grain growing members are aware 
of all the facts and they are not com- 
plaining. Until they do it is not the 
part of outside critics to do undesired 
complaining for them.—Calgary Her- 
ald.

Three tons of mail order catalogues 
for Hanna! This is the quantity of 
catalogues from one mail order house 
alone that were unloaded her a few 
days ago for distribution from the 
Hanna post office, All within a radius 
of twenty-five miles of Hanna! 

The entire country is under a de- 
luge of artistically illustrated, well- 
printed books of 500 pages each, - ad- 
vertising the wares of one of Canada’s 
greatest mail order concerns, and in- 
viling even the most remote settler 
to send his money away to Winnipeg 
for whatever he may require to eat 
or wear, 

No home is too luxurious for this 
emissary of the mail order house to 
enter; no cottage is so humble that 
this printed salesman will pass it by. 
It goes into the home of the business 
man who talks loud and long about 
the evils of “sending away” for his 
particular line of wares, but who 
fails to practice what he preaches 
when he-requires some of the other 
fellow’s goods for his own consump- 
tion; it enters the home of the most 
lowly laborer, Rich and poor, busi- 
ness man and farmer, all are “pros- 
pects” when the mail order catalogue 
goes out. 

Three tons of catalogues! Yes, six 
thousand pounds of printed salesmen 
for this post office. Figure it out for 
yourself, and you will see that. this 
one shipment equals the combined 
weight of thirty-five good husky sales- 
men of the human variety. 

A few quick passes of the pencil 
show us that there are exactly 2400 
catalogues, weighing 244 pounds each 
in this one batch. One salesman (and 
one of proven producing ability) will 
be at work in every one of 2400 
homes in this district during the 
next six months. He will be constant: 
ly on the job, eager to display his 
goods, and ever ready to solicit an 
order for the mail order house. Two- 
thousand-four-hundred salesmen are 
now at work in the Hanna district, 
selling goods for a Winnipeg mail or- 
der house! And a Regina concern 
has several thousand more such sales- 
men right here in our camp!

And the cost? Well, the cost is 
staggering. The value of the two big! 
shipments dumped off at the local post 
office during the past two weeks will 
run well over $15,000. And, remem-! 
ber, that there are four of these big: 
general catalogues each year, two 
from each firm, with four mid-season 
books of lesser size. A total cost es- 
timated conservatively at nearly $11,- 
600. 

And the mail order house considers 
this money well spent. No concern 
would squander such sum without the 
prospect of fat returns. And the re- 
appearance of the catalogues, season 
after season, proves that the printed 
salesmen “bring home the bacon.” 

All of this leads us to wonder why 
the retailers of the cities and towns 
do not use more of the same kind of 
salesmanship which has proved so 
profitable to the Eaton oat Simpson 
companies. The business man served 
by a local newspaper has a greater 
opportunity of placing his claims be- 
fore the community than the mail or- 
der house away in Winnipeg or Re- 
gina. Every week, year in and year 
out, the Hanna retailer has an oppor- 
tunity through this newspaper, to talk 
to more than three thousand prospec- 
tive purchasers right at his very 
door. And the same thing applies, in 
greater or lesser degree, to every town 
in which a paper is printed. 

The cost of such publicity is infin- 
itely less to the retailer than it is to 
the mail order house, and he has the 
advantage of being able to send his 
printed salesman into the home every 
week, whereas the catalogue enters 
but four times a year. Through his 
newspaper his message goes into the 
hands of ‘live’ prospects only, for 
few people subscribe to the weekly 
paper who do not read it. And in the 
case of a weekly message, the mer- 
chant can vary his argument to suit 
the season. 

There is no argument against the 
use of newspaper advertising by the 
retail merchant, There is no excuse 
for the apathetic attitude adopted by 
so many business men in regard to 
printed salesmanship, And unless the 
mail order houses are fought with 
their own fire, retail merchants will 
soon be as numerous and prosperous 
as Jewish peddlers sellirg patent fly 
swats to blonde Eskimos. — Hanna 
Herald,

UNITED CHURCH 
IN ALBERTA TO 
RAISE $160,000.00 


Members of the United Chureh of 
Canada in Alberta have agreed — to 
raise $160,000, their allotted amount in 
the budget of $4,000,000 which, it is 
estimated, will be the amount needed 
by the newly formed church for its 
expenses during the first year of its 
existence. The decision was arrived 
at during a mecting of the Calgary 
presbytery on Thursday afternoon 
and evening, which was attended by 
a large and representative gathering 
of ministers and laymen from several 
sections of the province, many of 
whom are attending the religious 
school at Mount Royal College. They 
had not been appointed to their re- 
spective churches, but they met. Rev, 
Dr. Colin Young and Rey. Dr. GC. EB, 
Manning, who outlined the plan. of 
the budget, which all agreed was rea- 
sonable and which they pledged them- 
selves to support in Alberta, 


difficult to estimate, but there is a 
very well founded belief the debt bur- 
den has been so greatly reduced that 
this year will see the rise of the 
business line from below to above 
what might be regarded as the mean 
average. 

There is increasing optimism as the 
harvest advances. There is convie- 
tion that the backwash which swept 
away such a large portion of the re- 
turns of the crops of the past few 
years to pay arrears of debt has large- 
ly subsided. There will still be a 
large share of the proceeds to go for 
debt, but there should) also be a 
much larger amount to go directly in- 
to the channels of trade. 

The extent to which prosperity will 
revive cannot be foretold, but it is 
quite possible that just as the non- 
paying crops pyramided depression 
so will a paying crop pyramid prosper- 
ity. That is to say that just as the 
one discouraged immigration and the 
investment of capital and led to the 
compounding of debt, so will the 
other encourage immigration and the 
investment of capital and will swell 
the volume of prosperity as the money 
circulates through succeeding trade 
and industrial channels, 

Within the past few days there has 
been evidence of what this year's 
crop is likely to mean to business. 
Wholesalers report that there is a 
brisk demand for goods from country 
points, as the element of danger in 
regard to the crop is reduced, and a 
yield, which at the market means a 
substantial profit, is more strongly 
assured, 

The tendency on the part of mer- 
chants to build up their stocks in pre- 
paration for after harvest buying is 
much in evidence. There is a new 
basis of credit and business is -ex- 
panding. If the recovery become of 
proportions to cause a shortage of 
goods in some lines, it would be no 
matter for surprise, The last two 
crops have been disappointing as 
creators of new buying demand, but 
the view that with debts greatly re- 
duced there will be a real sound busi- 
ness revival this year is held by the 
soundest business men in the coun- 
try. They are preparing for it.

T he town of Wrangell, superbly situated off the 
coast of South-Eastern Alaska, is the centre of 
unusual interest this season, as the base from which 
pronberors are going in large numbers up the Stikine 
iver into the Cassiar and Dease Lake Districts of 
Northern British Columbia, While the Gold Rush 
seems not so universal as was at first predicted— 
during the Winter months a stampede only compar- 
able to the rush of '98 into the Yukon was very gen- 
‘erally foretold—it is in all likelihood a more healthy 
influx of practical mining men from whose explora- 
tions in these richly minerasized districts much good 
may be expected, 

It was the Gold Rush of ’98 that made of Wrangell 
the town that it is to-day, thc ugh it is one of the oldest 
settlements in Alaska. Its foundation dates back to 
1880 when Baron Wrangell was Governor of Alaska, 
and a trading post was established there. This was 
later leased by the Hudson’s Bay Co. It was thought 
that Wrangell via t. 2 Stikine River would be the most 
direct route into the Yukon, but the building of the 
White Pass and Yukon R.R. destroyed such hopes. 

The industries of Wrangell are fishing and lum- 
bering. Six canneries look to Wrangell as the source 
of their supplies, and the saw-mill furnishes a large 
part of the salmon boxes used in §.E, Alaska, 

The journey up the Stikine River to the old Hud- 
son’s Bay town of Glenora, and to Telegraph Creck 
is one fraught with beauty. Awe inspiring mountains 
of great height, swiftly flowing waters, mammoth 
glaciers, and deeply rugged canyons being encoun-

About nine miles from the town of Wrangell and a 
the mouth of the Stikine River, is Farm Island whera 
the Wrangell Indians lived perhaps five hundred years 
ago, and on this Island is the aviation field where the 
New York to Nome aeroplanes made the first landing 
in Alaska. This exploit was as dangerous as the first 
trips across the Atlantic for their flight bore them 
over deep canyons, dense forests, rugged mountain 
peaks and glaciers, in a country uninhabited by white 
or Indian.
